Let’s Quit Killing !— 

The automobile death rate can 
be reduced. And the reckless and 
inconsiderate drivers, who are re- 
sponsible for some 36,000 deaths a 
year in this country, can be curbed. 

A number of cities have proven 
this. One of them is Portland, Ore- 
gon, which has been carrying on a 
“Let’s Quit Killing” campaign that 
has produced fine results in a rela- 
tively brief length of time. Where 
the national automobile death toll 
during the first ten months of this 
year, was at the highest point on 
record, traffic fatalities in Portland 
decreased about 25 per cent. 

The “Let’s Quit Killing” pro- 
gram can be carried on by any 
community. The campaign in Port- 
land has been led by newspapers, 
working with safety authorities 
and the automobile association. 
Pamphlets,’such as the sensational 
“And Sudden Death,” have been 
widely distributed. Cartoons and 
statistical material have brought 
the horrors of automobile accidents 
home to thousands of citizens. And 
the local judiciary has cooperated 
by levying sizable fines and prison 
sentences against violators of the 
traffic laws. 

The automobile, properly han- 
dled, is one of the most useful and 


pleasurable servants of man. The | 


same automobile, improperly han- 
dled, is one of the most lethal of 
weapons. In the “control” of a 
drunken, irresponsible, congeniality 
reckless or incompetent driver it is 
as dangerous as a machine gun in 
the hands of a maniac. 

The automobile, in its brief his- 
tory, has killed more people in this 
country than all wars in which we 
have engaged. It is increasing the 
massacre every year. What are 
you, as a citizen and an automobile 
driver, going to do to stop this 
carnage? 


Cost of Living Advances— 

The national industrial confer- 
ence board estimates that the cost 
of living of wage earners in the 
United States again advanced in 
November, rising 0.5 per cent over 
October. The most substantial ad- 
vance was noted in food prices, it 
was stated. In November of this 
year, the survey reported, living 


_gosts had risen 4.3 per cent over 


their level of November, 1934, and 
17.9 per cent over the low of April, 
1933, but they were still 16.5 per 
cent lower than in November, 1929. 


The Cost of Debt— 

Financing government by issuing 
J. O. U.’s to banks, as California is 
doing today, may not mean that 
the basic credit of the state is in 
danger, but those who object to 
the procedure seem to have a num- 
ber of good arguments. 

In the first place, the state is 
supposed to be committed to a 
“bay as you go” policy. We are not 
paying as we go. Another point is 
that the voters are supposed to au- 
thorize all borrowing of any ac- 
count by the state. Yet the state 
has borrowed upwards of $30,000,- 
000 by issuing ‘‘warrants,” without 
approval by the voters. 

Now there is a reason for avoid- 
ing going further into debt. In- 
terest on borrowed money is an 
immense burden. On bonds already 
outstanding, California and _ its 
political subdivisions now pay $74,- 
000,000 annually. 

Seventy-four million dollars 
amounts to 21 per cent of the total 
tax collections in the state. This 
means that a little more than one- 
fifth of our tax burden goes to pay 
for things we bought in previous 
years and only a scant four-fifths 
is available for current costs of 
government. 


Prisons Recruited 
From Native Stock— 

The oft-repeated charge that our 
prisons are filled with foreign-born 
criminals was exploded last week 
by the U. S. census bureau. 

Its study of the prisoners in this 
country showed that, in proportion 
to their number in the population, 
nearly three times as many native 
whites are being jailed as are per- 
sons who were born abroad. 

The number of prisoners in- 
creased in 1934 by about 1,400, ac- 
cording to the report, and was 138,- 
220 at the end of the year. At 
least three-fourths had committed 
crimes for money.

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LET US HAVE FAIR PLAY FOR ONCE 


Plenty of advance publicity is being bandied about in 
regard to the bonus question coming up again in the com- 
ing session of congress. It is being broadcast by the press 
that legislation covering this issue is likely to be passed, 
but that it will be a compromise measure. 


Now there is not any need at all for this mystery, be- 
cause the real issue involved and which came to the sur- 
face very clearly in the last congress was simply this: Shall 
the soldiers’ bonus be paid off in full by non-interest draw- 
ing treasury notes, which are to be redeemed at their face 
value by the government or is the same amount to be 
raised by a bond issue on which the American people will 
be obliged to pay interest for years to come and then on 
top of all this pay the full amount of the principal, as well? 


The non-interest treasury note plan was incorporated 
in the Patman bill which both houses of congress adopted 
but was vetoed by the president and failed to be passed 
over the veto when the senate failed to provide the neces- 
sary two-thirds vote, which was easily produced in the 
house. The Vinson bill provided for interest-bearing bonds 
to raise the money, but was defeated in the house at the 
last session in a test vote taken before the Patman bill 
was adopted. 


It is clear that there are people who are far more inter- 
ested in putting over any kind of a plan, which provides 
for the payment of interest, rather than to let the Patman 
bill be adopted. Their objection to the Patman bill is that 
it eliminates the interest entirely in a perfectly sane, prac- 
tical and effective way. 


The Patman bill is the fairest money measure, which 
has been seriously considered by congress since the Civil 
War, when the same plan was used with excellent results 
until the banking interests succeeded in wrecking the 
treasury notes of that day by legislation which culminated 
in the passage of the national bank act. 

From that day to this the American people have not 
had much fair play in any of the financial legislation which 
has been passed. It has practically all favored the bankers 
and played so completely into their hands that they have 
been able to precipitate panics whenever it suited the 
interests of those who dominate our money system to 
do so. 

The most outstanding exception to this is the Patman 
bill, which proposes to pay off immediately the soldiers’ 
bonus in perfectly good, gilt edge currency without sad- 
dling down on the backs of the American people an enor- 
mous interest charge, which may eventually run the 
amount up to several times the original total of the bonus, 
in case finances of the nation are in such shape that such 
bonds cannot be paid with cash when they become due, 
and new bond issues must be resorted to. 

The Patman bill is the fairest plan that has been sub- 
mitted for the payment of the bonus. It is fair to the 
soldiers, because it gives them the full amount now, when 
they probably need it far more than they ever will need it 
for years to come. It is fair to the American people who 
are saved from the burden of paying billions of wholly 
needless interest called for by the Vinson bill or any other 
bill providing for bonds drawing interest as the method 
of raising the bonus money. 

It is high time that the American people got one break 
on a bill which saddles additional financial burdens on 
them. Congress is on the spot right now and there is just 
where it should remain on this bonus issue. The soldiers 
themselves should play fair with the American people. 
It ill becomes them to serve as pawns for helping the 
bankers to wring additional billions in interest from the 
American people as the means of letting the soldiers have 
their bonus now. 

It is not commendable for any veteran to take the 
position that he does not give a hang how the money is 
raised so long as he gets his. He owes it to the American 
people to use his influence to the end that they may get 
fair play in connection with this bonus issue for he is one 
of these people himself. Unless he happens to be a banker 
there is no good reason why he should take a stand for 
any plan of payment of the soldiers’ bonus, which pro- 
poses to tie a string to that payment which will compel 
future generations not only to pay off the bonus in full, 
but to pay an additional bonus in the form of interest to 
the bankers which will be as large or larger than what 
the soldiers get. 

Let us not have any more hocus-pocus foolishness on 
this bonus issue. There has been too much of that sort of 
thing already in this connection. Let us have fair play for 
once. We have a right to ask it and demand it from con- 
gress and we have a right to expect the veterans them- 
selves to take a stand for the interests of the people who 
eventually will pay the bonus instead of pulling for the 
bankers who are always out to get a rake-off on practically 
all money put in circulation today.

‘Colonies For Canadian 
Jobless Youth Planned 


A census of homeless and unem- 
ployed youths in the province of 
Ontario, Canada, was recently 
taken with the ultimate object of 
colonizing them on_ tax-forfeited 
| lands in various parts of the prov- 
ince or on municipal farms, where 
| they will grow their own food and 
use their trades in improving the 
plants where they will be domi- 
| ciled. 
| It is estimated that there are 
| about 5,000 of these “homeless, 
| wandering boys,” classified in un- 
employment phraseology as “tran- 
sients,” in the province. 

The colonization plan was orig- 
| inated by Hughes Cleaver, a mem- 
ber of the Ontario parliament, who 
points out that the jobless youths 
are essentially helpless because, | 
;owing to municipal regulations 
relative to terms of residence for 
| relief applicants, they may legally 
| claim no town as home and conse- | 
; quently wander from one place to} 
another where the authorities as-| 
sist them for only a day or two. 

“If these men came to accept a| 
| Wandering life as all they may| 
hope for from society,’ Mr. Cleaver | 
said in defense of his plan, “we will | 
have suffered a formidable loss in| 
| citizenship, and the problem of| 
what to do with men preferring to | 
wander about will become exceed- | 
ingly serious,”

Wagner Says : 14,000,000! 
New Homes Are Needed 


New York Senator Urges $800,000,- | 
000 Federal Fund to Subsidize | 
Local Housing Groups. 


Declaring that large numbers of 
the American people live in houses 
which are unsanitary and not well 
adapted to decent living conditions, | 
Senator Robert F. Wagner of New| 
York is sponsoring a bill which} 
calls for a federal appropriation of 
$800,000,000 to assist local housing | 
groups in carrying forward a large- | 
scale national housing program. 

“It is reliably estimated,” he 
stated, in explaining the necessity 
for an extensive housing plan, 
“that during the next ten years we 
shall require 14,000,000 new homes 
to provide adequately for normal 
population increases, for obsoles- 
cence and for the demolition and 
abandonment of millions of dwell- 
ings that are totally unfit for hu- 
man habitation.” 

In describing his housing bill for 
remedying this condition, Senator | 
Wagner said: 

“Through the Home Owners’) 
Loan Corporation and the federal 
housing administration, the govern- 
ment has provided the initial im-| 
petus to home building and reno-| 
vation for people of moderate in- 
comes. To round out that work, 
but more particularly to care for 
that third of our population whose | 
dire needs have been overlooked, I 
have introduced a_ housing bill 
which I expect will be passed at 
the coming session of congress. 

“It carries an initial appropria-|! 
tion of $800,000,000 for federal sub- | 
sidies to local housing authorities, | 
in the form of grants up to 30 per | 
cent of labor and materials, and in| 
the form of loans at very low rates | 
of interest. 

“While federal action will thus! 
supply the ignition for a housing | 
program, practically all land ac-| 
quisition, construction, supervision | 
and financing will be entrusted as | 
largely as possible to local agencies | 
and private capital. 

“Such a housing program will | 
appeal to the banker, the trades- | 
man and the industrialist as a| 
sound business proposition. But | 
above that, its social and humani- | 
tarian aspects will appeal to every | 
sensitive person.”

Jeopardized by Preventable Dust Ills 


Over fifteen million American 
working men and women employed 
in our manufacturing, mechanical 
and mineral industries are com- 
pelled to jeopardize their lives and 
health and suffer innumerable ac- 
cidents because the high-salaried 
executives who dominate American 
industry refuse to install available 
and up-to-date methods for con- 
trolling dust. 

This is the inevitable conclusion 
drawn from the report on dust ais. | 
eases and dust control recently 
made by J. J. Bloomfield, sanitary 
engineer of the United States pub- 
lic health service. 

Complete Protection Is Practicable 

Stressing the fact that if indus- 
trial leaders would apply current 
knowledge in controlling dust these 
fifteen million workers would enjoy 
longer lives, have better health and 
meet with fewer accidents. Mr. 
Bloomfield declares that it is now 
possible and practicable to com- 
pletely protect workers in hazard- 
ous industries from dust particles. | 
The methods of dust control in- 
clude local exhaust’ ventilation, 
which is one of the most effective 
methods for protecting the work- 
ers, wetting the dust at its source, 
isolation of the dusty operations, 
and the substitution of non-dust- 
producing or harmless substances. 


In the substitution field, he said 
a non-silica compound is capable 
of successful use for foundry molds 
and protects the lungs of working | 
men who usually are compelled wd 
breathe the lung-destroying silica. 

In anthracite coal mine opera- 
tions tests have demonstrated that 
wetting coal dust reduces exposure | 
risks more than 90 per cent by 
preventing particles of dust from} 
floating into the air and entering} 
the miners’ lungs.

ers in hazardous industries. From 
labor’s point of view profits for the 
owners of industry are of negligible 
importance compared with 100 per 
cent protection for those who do 
the useful work. 

Under our governmental system 
the fault lies with state legisla- 
tures, which consistently and per- 
sistently refuse to pass the neces- 
sary laws to protect working men 
and women from occupational haz- 
ards. This is a conspicuous field in 
which organized labor can effec-

Fred F. Smith, a member of the 
municipal council of Superior, Wis., 
and president of the Superior 
Trades and Labor Assembly, 1s 
sponsor for a city ordinance de- 
signed to prevent strikebreaking 
activities in labor disputes. 

According to the proposed muni- 
cipal law, which is now before the 
Superior council, as soon as a 
strike occurs and picketing is es- 
tablished the mayor or council 
would decide whether the assem- 
blage of pickets at the plant is a 
public menace. 

The ordinance also empowers the 
mayor or council to serve notice 
on the employer to close his plant 
pending an investigation of the 
controversy by a committee of 


Labor unionists can carry on a 
strike and boycott at the same 
time by buying under the Union 


nine, consisting of three workers, 
three employers employing more 
than ten persons, and three clergy- 
men. The committee would be ap- 
pointed by the mayor or council, 
and the employer would be prohib- 
ited from bringing in outside labor 
pending negotiations for adjusting 
the controversy. 

Under the ordinance the plant 
where a strike occurs would re- 
main closed by order of the muni- 
cipal authorities until the investi- 
gating committee settles the fol- 
lowing three questions: 

1. Whether or not the employer 


*has refused to negotiate with his 


employes. 

2. Does an assemblage of pick- 
ets numbering 50 or more persons 
at the plant constitute a public 
danger.
